battle. The army of Ma/baronk was 
lured into a narrow gorge, where the 
hordes of Ibu Bashid swooped dowft 
from the mountains and overwhelmed 
their enemies. 
The fugitives wh'o 


have reached gulf ports declare that 
5,000 men were killed. The fate of 
Mabaronk is not known.

It was announced in a dispatch 


from Bombay, March 8, to the Asso- 
ciated Pre,ss? that Mabaronk, the 
sheik of Koweyt, was then master of 
Central Arabia, according to t dis- 
patches received by the Times of In- 
dia, 
Habaronk having followed up 


his previous victory over the army of 
Ibu Bashid by driving the defeated 
troops clear across Central Arabia, 
seizing the city of Nejed and depos- 
ing Ibu Bashid. The latter appealed 
to the sultan of Turkey to send troops 
from Bussorah, a frontier city of Asi- 
atic Turkey, to his assistance, threat- 
ening to stop the overland pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca if he was not helped 
by Turkey.

THE PERKENIAL P ABBOT. 


The New Orleans Times-Democrat 


prints an interview with an enthusi- 
astic bird fancier, on the use of the 
graphophone in connection with the 
education of parrots whose conversa* 
tional talents are yet in embryo. The 
bird fancier says: "Teaching parrots 
to talk is being done successfully in 
Philadelphia by a bird dealer. He 
prepares a record containing some 
sentences or expressions which he de- 
sires tq teach Ms birds, groups sev- 
eral cages about the mouth of the 
horn and sets the graphophone going. 
It has an electric motor, and keeps on 
pouring forth fhat one phrase all day 
long. He uses a small vacant room 
for the purpose, so there is nothing 
to distract the parrot's attention, ancf 
merely locks the door and goes about 
his business, leaving the machine to 
do the rest. The plan proved a per- 
fect success, and the birds learned 
their lesson in about one-tenth of the 
time that it usually required to drill 
anything into their heads. 
More- 


over, they would pick up phrases 
twice the ordinary length, and the 
monotonous reiteration seemed to fix 
the words thoroughly in their mem- 
ory. Several parrots that had never 
before been able to talk soon learned 
by the new method, and there was 
not a single case in which it failed/'

1?eneriffe has lately 'built a large 
building about two miles out of town. 
The building has two separate wings, 
one for insane patients and the other 
for lepers."

Chicago was arrested for forging 
Harry A. Wiebke's name to ft note 
for $13. He was arraigned in police 
court ibis morning and was bound 
over to the circuit comt in, the sum 
of $500 by Mayor Scherer. Shawl, 
whose home is at 
Auburn,, is em~ 


ployed by the Merchants Mercantile 
Agency and his business is to so- 
licit subscriptions 
to / a business 


guide and credit reference published 
by the company and collect therefor. 
The work sells for sixteen dollars, 
upon which the agent receives a com- 
mission of six dollars. [Last Priday 
evening he called upon Mr. Wiebke 
and sold him a cojpy of the work, re- 
ceiving thereon four dollars in cash 
and Mr. <Wiebke'« nofce for twelv? 
dollars, payable in four months. The 
blanks in the note were filled in with 
ink all excapt the word "Four" ^des- 
ignattn^- the time the note was to 
run and Mr* Wifebke's signature, both 
of which were written with an indeli- 
ble pencil. Shawl left what purport- 
ed to be a duplicate 
contract, but 


which Mr. Wieblj:e 
discovered the 


next morning was a blank contract 
with nothing •filled in. He got> sus- 
picious and sent word for Shawl to 
come and see him. Shawl called on 
Monday and ». Wiebke told him 
•he wanted his note and contract, that 
he wanted to cash the note and can- 
cel the contract as he did not like the 
idea of his paper being out. Shawl

Th€ 
engine hauling the limited war 
turned over on ther side, the baggage 
and the mall car were 'derailed an£ 
badly damaged &nd eight or ten ol 
tire freight cars were thrown from 
the rails and' considerably broken, 
some of them go badly that they will 
have to 'be 'burned.

Bombay, April 12.—Ibu Rashid 


Pasha recovered the kingdom of 
Nejed, Central Arabia, after defeat- 
ing Mabaronk, sheik of Koweyt, who 
recently seized th« city of Nejed and 
deposed Ibu Rashid, after a pitched 
bftttle. The army of Mabaronk was 
lured into a narrow gorge, where the 
hordes of Ibu Rashid swooped down 
from, the mountains and overwhelmed 
their enemies. 
The fugitives wh'o 


have reached gulf ports declare that 
5.0OO men were killed. The fate of 
Mabaronk is not knawu. 


It was announced In a dispatch 


from Bombay, March 8, to the Asso- 
ciated Press, that Mabaronk, the 
sheik of Koweyt, was then master of 
Central Arabia, according to: dis- 
patches received by the Times of In- 
dia, 
Mabaronk having followed up 


his previous victory over the army of 
Ibu Rashid by driving the defeated 
troops clear across Central Arabia, 
seizing the city of Nejed and depos- 
ing Ibu Rashid, The latter appealed 
to the sultan of Turkey to send troops 
from Bussorah, a frontier city of Asi- 
atic Turkey, to his assistance, threat- 
ening to stop the overland pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca if he was not helped 
by Turkey. 


SUCCEEDS AGUINALDO. 


Paris, 
April 12.—Agoncillo, the 


agent of Aguinaldo in Paris, received 
a cablegram this morning, announc- 
ing that the Filipino general, Saiidi- 
co, has been elected to succeed Agui- 
naldo as commanding general of the 
Filipino forces, as well as dictator, 
during the continuation of the insur- 
rection. 


Sandico belongs to a distinguished 


family residing at Pandakan, near 
Manila. He is a man of energy, is 
well educated and speaks several 
European languages. 


As announced by the Associated 


Press Monday, April 8, in a dispatch 
from'Manila, General Sandico sur- 
rendered to the American authorities 
at Cabanatuan, in the province of 
New Eccija, Island of Luzon. It was 
added that Sandico has a bad record 
and may be tried.

THE PEERENIAL PARROT. 


The New Orleans Tjiues-Democra 


prints an interview with an enthusi 
astic bird fancier, on the use of the 
graphophone in connection with tin 
education of parrots whose conversa- 
tional talents are yet in embryo. The 
bird fancier says: "Teaching parrots 
to talk is being done successfully in 
Philadelphia by a bird dealer. HI 
prepares a record containing soim 
sentences or expressions which he do 
sires to teach liis birds, groups sev 
eral cages about the mouth of 
horn and sets the graphophone going 
It has an electric motor, and keeps on 
pouring forth that one phrase all day 
long. He uses a small vacant room 
for the purpose, so there is nothing 
to distract the parrot's attention, and 
merely locks the door and goes about 
his business, leaving the machine b 
do the rest. The plan proved a per- 
fect success, and the birds learnec 
their lesson in about one-leuth of the 
time that it usually required to dril 
anything into their heads. 
More- 


over, they would pick up phrases 
twice the ordinary length, and the 


onotonous reiteration seemed to fix 


the words thoroughly in their mem- 
ory. 
Several parrots that had never 


before been able to talk soon learnet 
by the new method, and there was 
not a single case in which it failed.'

in town or on roads, asking alms anc 
exposing their limbs. Many have m 
fingers or toes, nnd they hobbL 
along, and n more pitiable sight ii 
hardly imaginable. 


"Officially it is not rccogniaed tha 


leprosy exists on these islands.

Teneriffe has lately built a large 
building about two miles out of town 
The building has two separate wings 
one for insane patients and the othei 
for lepers."

lih« eastbound Hmittd train, No. 


6, on the Baltimore and Oliio road, 
collided with fl. string1 of cars on the 
HickKville hill at 7:30 o'clock last 
evening- and a -"bad mix-up resulted. 
Hicksville hill is one of the Heaviest 
grades on the Hue -ot ilia Baltimore 
and Ohio and a "pusher" is there 
constantly to help freight 
trains 


over that portion, of the road. Thia 
''pusher" is one of the oldest engines 
on the road and recently it has dis- 
played a tendency to leak at fhe 
throttle and to start up at unexpected 
times, much to the annoyance of the 
men. (having charge of her. Last 
night, .before the engineer went to 
supper, 'he ran the "pusher" Into the 
elevator -tracks at the foot of the 
hill, against a string- of cars. She 
g-ot to leaking at -'the thi-ottlc and 
started, up the rpad, pushing- twelve 
cars ahead of her.. VThese were car- 
ried half way up the hill, where the 
engine stuck. At.that moment the 
limited canie 'tearing over the brow of 
tha hill and crashed into the obstruc- 
tion, piling cars up in a Tjad way all 
over the tracks at that point and 
completely Blocking; the road. 
The 


engine hauling the 
limited war 


turned over on iher side, the baggagt 
and the mail'car were derailed one 
badly damaged and eig~ht or ten. of 
the freight cars were thrown from 
the rails and- considerably broken, 
some of them so badly that they will 
have to 'bo "burned. Luckily no otit 
was seriously injured. 
The limited 


was ahead of time and was not run- 
ning at her usual speed; otherwise 
tihe result might (have been disastrous 
to life and limb. 
Thiait portion ot 


the Baltimore and 
Ohio 
road 
is 


straight, although the grades arc 
heavy, and.. sometimes the. limited 
attains a speed of seventy miles an 
hour while passing over it. Last 
nig-ht th« "train was not running to 
exceeed thirty miles an hour when 
the collision occurred. 
As a result 


of the wreck, Baltimore and Ohio 
tra,ius had £o detour via the Wabasn 
-and the Grand B>apids and Indiana 
roods, making the transfer, at Defi- 
ance auU at Avilla, Three passenger 
trains and one live stock train got 
around the wreck da that manner, 
passing this city at 5:05, 6:38, 6:35 
and 7:55 o'clock this morning.
